The chills of Edmonton’s 
winter will soon be put to 
the test when the city rolls 
out a modified “stealth” elec¬ 
tric bus as part of a winter 
pilot project. 

According to the company 
supplying the buses, the 
stealth electric bus — named 
for how quietly they run — 
should hit city streets in mid- 
or late December. 

“This bus is being specific¬ 
ally designed for Edmonton,” 
said Michael Austin, vice- 
president of BYD America 


Corp., the China-based busi¬ 
ness outfitting the bus for 
the Edmonton area. 

Proper insulation and an 
optional heater is being eyed 
by city officials as additions 
to ensure the bus stands up 
to the city’s winter when it’s 
integrated into the regular 
bus service in the city. 

“This will be the true win¬ 
ter trial. They’ve never really 
had to engage in building 
something like this, so it’s 
new for (BYD) as well. It’s go¬ 
ing to be interesting,” said 
ETS Bus Operations division¬ 
al supervisor Linda Kadatz. 

BYD officials are positive 
the bus will stand up to the 
cold and will “perform no 
differently than in the sum¬ 
mer and winter,” said Austin. 

Quebec City recently test¬ 
ed out the BYD buses in win¬ 
ter, but Edmonton officials 
argue the Eastern province 
experiences a different type 


of winter than E-town. 

“It’s different weather 
conditions. They have the 
heavier snow but they don’t 
have the severe cold that we 
have,” said Kadatz. “This will 
be the true trial.” 

Currently Edmonton is 
testing out the stealth mod¬ 
el as part of a pilot project, 
with NAIT students using 
the buses until the delayed 
Metro Line LRT opens. Stu¬ 
dents have already voiced 
support for the winter bus 
trial, according to recent sur¬ 
veys handed out on the NAIT 
shuttle, said Kadatz. 

St. Albert is also expected 
to benefit from the winter 
bus trial, with the ETS super¬ 
visor confirming Edmon¬ 
ton’s neighbours will likely 
borrow the bus this winter. 

The cost of the bus will 
be somewhere between 
$700,000 and $800,000, said 
Austin.

Tight three- 
way race in 
Edmonton 

With four byelections looming 
in Alberta’s two biggest cities, 
new poll results show a dead 
heat between the Wildrose and 
PC party in Calgaiy, and a tight 
three-way race in Edmonton. 

An online survey by 
ThinkHQ Public Affairs Inc. 
has the Wildrose sitting at 38 
per cent in Calgaiy to the PC 
party’s 36 per cent. The Liberals 
are a distant third at 13 per 
cent, followed by the NDP at 
eight percent and the Alberta 
Party at four per cent. 

In the provincial capital, 
meanwhile, the race is even 
tighter. 

“The political horserace in 
Edmonton today is too close 
to call: a statistical three-way 
tie between the Wildrose, PCs 
and NDP, with the Liberals 
trailing these front-runners by 
almost double digits,” ThinkHQ 
president Marc Henry wrote 
in a release, posted online 
Tuesday evening. 

Henry cautioned that the 
results “are drawn from a 
province-wide sample ... and 
represent responses gleaned 
within each of the major 
cities,” and as such don’t offer 
precise measures of voter 
intentions in the constituencies 
of Calgaiy-Elbow, Calgaiy- 
Foothills, Calgaiy-West and 
Edmonton-Whitemud, where 
byelections are to be held on 
Oct. 27. 

“Byelections are notoriously 
local in nature and unpredict¬ 
able. There will inevitably be 
variations from the city-wide 
results.” Hemy wrote. 

“That said,” he added, 

“these results suggest that 
the byelections on October 27 
will be far more interesting 
and competitive than anyone 
would have predicted 6 months

ECS to fund $3.6M 
towards childcare 


Eight new facilities. 

Daycare ‘absolutely 
essential in 21 st- 
century life,’ says 
Catholic board trustee

Edmonton’s Catholic school 
board will fund nearly $3.6 mil¬ 
lion for childcare facilities in 
some of the city’s most boom¬ 
ing suburbs. 

The infrastructure initiative 
approved Tuesday will see eight 


new modular classrooms built 
for four different school sites, 
catering to daycare and before- 
and after-school care space. 

Originally, the district had 
proposed building 12 childcare 
modulars at a cost of $5.4 mil¬ 
lion, but the board delayed the 
decision of four of the mod¬ 
ulars until the new year. 

“Daycare is absolutely es¬ 
sential in 21st-centuiy life,” 
said trustee Marilyn Bergstra. 
“Parents can’t get to and from 
work without having before- 
and after-school care.” 

The new childcare modulars 
will be built for Bishop David 
Motiulc School, Father Michael 
Mireau School, St. John XXIII 


School and the St. Brendan Re¬ 
placement School. 

According to superintend¬ 
ent Joan Carr, the facilities 
will be open to more than just 
children from the designated 
schools and will be leased to 
childcare providers. 

Funding for the new mod¬ 
ulars will most likely come 
from the district’s capital re¬ 
serve, which will be supple¬ 
mented by the sale of closed 
schools and surplus school 
sites, along with lease repay¬ 
ment from daycare providers. 

While the board approved 
the plan, some trustees worried 
the initiative deviated from the 
district’s mandate. 


In stages 


• Each of the new mod¬ 
ulars will serve up to 25 
children. Currently, the 
ECSD leases space to 19 
daycare leases and 42 
before- and after-school 
care programs. 


• The board will consider 
daycare buildings for 
St. Richard Elementary 
School and St. Bonaven- 
ture Elementary School 
at a later date.

With a deadline looming, 
time may be running out on 
funding for two inclined ele¬ 
vators in the River Valley, but 
Mayor Don Iveson believes 
the city can handle the time 
crunch. 

The city has $34.4 million, 
originally allocated to a more 
elaborate funicular proposal, 
which council would now 
like to see allocated to two 
inclined elevators . 

One of the inclined eleva¬ 
tors would run from behind 
the Hotel MacDonald on 100 
Street and a second could 
enter the valley on the south 
bank near 105 Street. 


Big projects 


Council originally considered 
a cable-car project running 
along 104 Street to the Ross- 
dale site, but decided against 
that option in 2013. 


• In all, $72.9 million in 
funding has been budget¬ 
ed to increase connectivity 
in the valley. 


The money is subject to a 
funding agreement with the 
federal government and the 
River Valley Alliance and is 
supposed to be spent by the 
end of 2016. 

Administration came to 
council’s executive commit¬ 
tee Tuesday, asking them 
to consider approaching 
the federal government to 
change those deadlines, be¬ 
cause they’re worried the 
project won’t be completed 
in time. 

Mayor Iveson said he 
wants to see the design work 
finished before asking for 


any kind of extension. 

“I’m not going to start a 
conversation with them and 
get the feds all bent out of 
shape until I actually know 
something,” he said. 

The city’s chief financial 
officer, Lorna Rosen, said 
the design work should help 
find out how far the current 
budget will stretch and how 
fast the work can be done. 

“That’s going to help us to 
determine if there are timing 
issues,” she said. 

Iveson said the budget 
might not stretch far enough 
for elevators on both sides, 
but if it does, it could be 
transformative. 

“If we can get one on the 
other side of the river, I think 
that’s really going to open up 
the river valley,” he said. 

He said if the project can’t 
be completed by the end of 
2016, he’s confident the fed¬ 
eral government will allow 
for an extension. 

“I think this is going to be 
a good news story, so I don’t 
see why they would object to 
that,” he said. 



Health minister says he'll pay back any bad donations 



Alberta Health Minister Ste¬ 
phen Mandel, accused by the 
Opposition Wildrose of break¬ 
ing campaign finance rules, 
says he is sorry and will pay the 
money back — if he is at fault. 

“I tried to be very careful 
with my expenses over the 
nine years as mayor,” Mandel 
told reporters Tuesday. “If there 
was any error, we’ll apologize 


for it and we’ll correct it.” 

A reporter asked, “You’ll be 
paying the money back, then?” 

Mandel replied, “Sure, yeah, 
yes, yes, yeah.” 

Earlier Tuesday, the Wil¬ 
drose party released recent 
expense documents from Man- 
del’s time as mayor of Edmon¬ 
ton. The documents show Man- 
del charged taxpayers $225 to 


attend a governing Progressive 
Conservative party fundraiser 
in 2010. The documents also 
show that he accepted an im¬ 
proper $600 donation from the 
publicly funded Mazanlcowski 
Heart Institute in 2012. 

Both transactions would 
violate provincial campaign 
fundraising laws. 

Wildrose member Keny 


Towle said it doesn’t bode well 
if Mandel is fuzzy on campaign 
fundraising rules, given he’s 
now in charge of a multibillion- 
dollar health department. 

“I would find it very hard to 
believe that in 2010, the mayor 
of one of the largest cities in 
Alberta didn’t know that he 
couldn’t take a donation from 
Alberta Health Services, and 


didn’t know that he couldn’t 
make a donation to a political 
party and then charge it back 
to taxpayers,” said Towle. 

“That brings his integrity 
into question.” 

Mandel is running in Ed- 
monton-Whitemud in an Oct. 
27 byelection to gain a seat in 
the legislature.

City 
approves $1.8M for 
environmental cleanup 


City councillors approved a 
$ 1.8-million grant to a down¬ 
town developer Tuesday to 
help with the cleanup of a 
contaminated site.

Much of 
that has already been secured 
through corporate donations 
and Nickel said he hopes the 
public will contribute the rest 
from their own pockets.

MacEwan students

Deadline for tuition 
increases has passed 



As post-secondary students 
across the province brace 
themselves for potential tu¬ 
ition hikes, enrolees at one 
Edmonton university should 
be able to sit back and relax, 
says the student association 
president. 

Last week, MacEwan 
University president David 
Atkinson told Metro the ad¬ 
ministration hadn’t made a 
decision on whether or not 
it would be submitting a pro¬ 
posal for the tuition hikes, 
known as market modifiers. 

But student association 
president Cameron McCoy, 
said the school will most 
likely not be looking to in¬ 
crease tuition, because it’s 
just not MacEwan’s style. 

“It comes down to the 
vision, which is putting stu¬ 
dents first,” said McCoy. 

“Students always find 
university expensive. I think 
students don’t feel like 
they’re being forced to pay 
unnecessary cost.” 

According to McCoy, last 
year the university bumped 
tuition by one per cent after 
a freeze the year prior, while 
this year students could ex¬ 
pect a two per cent increase 
across the board to keep up 
with inflation. 

“I truly believe this is 
the foundation the school 
is built on,” he said. “We 


run a strong fiscal ship in 
the sense that we are good 
stewards of the money we 
get and the university does 
a good job at managing re¬ 


sources. 

“We definitely run an 
organization that is fiscally 
sound and looks out to en¬ 
sure when there are difficul¬ 


ties, such as budget cuts, we 
don’t take it from students.” 

MacEwan students don’t 
pay non-instructional fees 
either, McCoy said.

Move over Computer Coding 
101 — there’s a new brand 
of online computer design 
classes designed by youth, for 
youth. 

Intro to Coding, the latest 
course from the University 
of Alberta’s series of Mas¬ 
sive Open Online Courses 
(MOOC), offers straight¬ 
forward concepts for coding, 
designed for anyone above 
the Grade 3 level. 

One of the course present¬ 


ers and developers, 14-year- 
old Deanna, said she was 
inspired to bring coding to 
a larger audience after her 
experience with U of A’s Dis- 
coverE’s Girls Coding Club. 

“It’s about seeing what 
happens behind the scenes 
with everyday technology 
that we use,” Deanna said. 

DiscoverE acting director 
Alissa Boyle said the latest 
MOOC course is the first of 
its kind. 

“It’s the world’s first — 
we’re veiy proud of that — 
online course open for youth 
to learn coding and computer 
science and it’s delivered by 
youth as well,” she said. 

The course was designed 
over the summer by Deanna 
and three other Girls Coding 
Club alumni — Shirley, Alan- 
nah and Rachel — who de¬ 
veloped scripts, analogies and 
filming for the online course. 


“There is a high demand,” 
said Boyle. “It’s fueled by the 
fact there’s a need in the in- 
dustiy. Computer science and 
computer engineering are in¬ 
volved in eveiy single aspect 
of life.” 

Boyle said while coding 
skills are an asset for today’s 
workers, in the future it will 
be mandatory for youth to 
have an understanding of 
coding for potential jobs.

Council to make visitor 
centre budget decision 


City councillors are divided on 
the future of the Gateway Vis¬ 
itor Centre and are asking for 
more information on the dol¬ 
lars and cents before making a 
final decision on the building’s 
fate.

Mayor Don Iveson said he 
understands EEDC’s case for 
not wanting to renew the lease 
and instead focus on online 
tourism information. 

“Once in a while, you have 


to stop doing something so you 
can start doing something else, 
otherwise you are throwing 
more money at it all the time,” 
he said. 

Iveson said he would wait 
for the budget report to come 
back and to see if other options 
emerge, but he isn’t inclined to 
spend money on the centre. 

“If we’re going to put more 
money into tourism initiatives, 
I would really like to hear from 
the tourism experts at EEDC,” 
he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
values the face-to-face service 
the tourism centre provides, 
which he said too many people 
are walking away from.

Calgary booked twice as many 
hotel rooms for displaced 
downtown residents Monday 
evening than the night before 
and prepared temporary lodg¬ 
ing at the Stampede grounds 
for Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights, if necessary. 

“Our plans for this week 
are to continue to support the 
needs of displaced residents,” 
fire Chief Ken Uzeloc said. 

A total of 563 people regis¬ 
tered for assistance Monday 
and the city booked 294 hotel 
rooms on their behalf, hous¬ 
ing a total of about 450 people, 
Uzeloc said. 

That’s up from the 360 
people who registered and 
144 hotel rooms booked to 
house about 270 people the 
night before. The city still had 
294 rooms booked for Tuesday 
night, Uzeloc said, and was 
looking at booking more. 

Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi said the city has pre¬ 
existing deals with local hotels 
and other forms of accommo¬ 
dation — university residences 
in the summer, for example — 
for use in emergencies such as 
this. 

But, he added, the city is 
“under-hoteled” and “getting a 
hotel room in the middle of the 
week in Calgaiy is challenging.” 

The mayor asked downtown 
residents without power to stay 
with family and friends where 


eminent shell game intended to buy a campaigning pre¬ 
mier and health minister a little popularity while failing 
to gain seniors the care they deserve. 

Prentice announced the plan on Tuesday, saying the 
province will redirect existing resources over the next 
year to free up 464 continuing care spaces for seniors. 
Another $60 million will be spent by Alberta 
Health Services to find long-term or continuing care 
beds for the rest of the 700. 

Seniors Minister Jeff Johnson will then use an¬ 
other $120 milhon to get more care facilities built 
as quickly as possible. 

“These challenges cannot wait,” said Prentice, 
standing beside Health Minister Stephen Mandel at 
a news conference at the Royal Alexandra Hospital. 

Prentice said the goal is “looking to ensure that 
we allocate the right resources in the right places 
at the right points in time.” 

Due to bed shortages in long term and continu¬ 
ing care, about 700 seniors are currently taking up 
much more expensive acute care beds in hospi¬ 
tals. Hospitals are now working at overcapacity, 
with patients now being double bunked or being 
housed in hallways or patient lounges. 

Last week, Dr. Paul Parks, spokesman for 
emergency care for the Alberta Medical Associa¬ 
tion, stated that the situation is reaching crisis 
levels in emergency rooms, and that patients are 
dying needlessly after waiting too long for care.

NDP vows to add 1 million 
$15-a-day daycare spaces 



Eight-year program. 

Plan would cost feds 
$5 billion yearly, 
announces Mulcair 


An NDP government would 
spend $5 billion a year to cre¬ 
ate a million daycare spaces 
that parents could access for 
no more than $15 a day, Tom 
Mulcair promised Tuesday 

A full year ahead of the next 
scheduled federal election, the 
NDP leader unveiled a corner¬ 
stone of his party’s platform: 
creation of a national, afford¬ 
able child-care program, to be 
phased in over eight years. 

The announcement had all 
the trappings of a campaign 
event, with Mulcair delivering 
the news in the playground of 
a community daycare as chil¬ 
dren cavorted behind him, in 
full view of television cameras. 

“For us it’s a priority to cre¬ 
ate these affordable child-care 
spaces across the countiy,” 


Mulcair said. 

The proposal is the second 
platform plank New Demo¬ 
crats have unveiled this fall 
as they attempt to re-establish 
that they, not the resurgent 
Liberals, are the real govem- 
ment-in-waiting. 

Mulcair argued that a na¬ 
tional child-care program 
would “more than pay for it¬ 
self,” allowing more women to 
enter the workforce, boosting 
economic growth and tax rev¬ 
enue and reducing the num¬ 
ber of single mothers on social 
assistance — while ensuring 
kids get off to a good start in 
life. 

“It’s something that we 
can’t afford not to do.” 

In the first term of an NDP 
government, Mulcair is prom¬ 
ising to negotiate deals with 
the provinces, which would 
pick up 40 per cent of the cost 
while the feds paid the rest. 

The goal would be to pro¬ 
vide daycare at $15 a day, al¬ 
though Mulcair did not say 
that would be a hard and fast 


cap. Over the first four years, 
the annual federal contribu¬ 
tion would ramp up from $290 
million to $1.9 billion, creating 
or helping maintain almost 
800,000 child care spaces. 

Over the second four years, 


the annual federal contribu¬ 
tion would grow to $5 billion. 
Once fully phased in, Mulcair 
said the program would sup¬ 
port or maintain creation of 
one million daycare spaces.

The senator spent the night 
in custody after a police officer 
who spotted Brazeau alone in a 
car reported smelling alcohol 
on his breath and finding a 
knife in the car.

Pierre Lanthier says Bra¬ 
zeau was arrested after he blew 
twice the legal limit during a 
roadside breathalyzer test. Po¬ 
lice say he also failed a second 
breathalyzer test at the police 
station. 

The car has been im¬ 
pounded for 30 days, and Bra- 
zeau’s licence has been sus¬ 
pended for 90 days. 

Lanthier said he didn’t 
know if the car belonged to Bra¬ 
zeau or to someone else. 

This is Brazeau’s second 
trip to rehab in recent months. 
Earlier this year, he completed 
a stint at a rehabilitation facil¬ 
ity in Saint-Andre-d’Argenteuil,

Social worker Annette Ver- 
geer, one of four witnesses 
called by the defence, testi¬ 
fied that Pistorius should be 
placed under house arrest, 
rather than sent to prison, 
after his conviction for culp¬ 
able homicide, or negligent 
killing. She said Pistorius has 
the potential to be a product¬ 
ive member of society again. 
A sentence of house arrest and 
work at a school for disabled 
children would be more ap¬ 
propriate, she said.

Poison control workers say 
that as the e-cigarette indus- 
tiy has boomed, the number 
of children exposed to the li¬ 
quid nicotine that gives hand¬ 
held vaporizing gadgets their 
kick also has spiked. 

More than 2,700 people 
have called poison control 
this year to report an expos¬ 
ure to liquid nicotine, over 


half of those cases in children 
younger than six, accord¬ 
ing to national statistics. The 
number shows a sharp rise 
from only a few hundred total 
cases just three years ago. 

The batteiy-powered elec¬ 
tronic vaporizers often resem¬ 
ble traditional cigarettes and 
work by heating liquid nico¬ 
tine into an inhalable mist. 
The drug comes in brightly 
coloured refill packages and 
an array of candy flavours 
that can make it attractive to 
young children, heightening 
the exposure risk and high¬ 
lighting the need for users to 
keep it away from youngsters. 


“With kids, the exposure 
we’re seeing is usually par¬ 
ents or family members leave 
out refill bottles that they try 
and open,” said Ashley Webb, 
director of the Kentucky 
Regional Poison Control Cen¬ 
ter. 

Poison control workers 
often see a spike in calls with 
new and growing products, 
Webb said. The number of e- 
cigarette users has climbed 
to several million worldwide, 
and the devices have become 
the centre of an industry that 
has grown in the last four 
years from about $82 million 
to $2.5 billion in annual sales, 


at least $500 million of which 
comes from liquid nicotine. 

Despite the recent in¬ 
crease, liquid nicotine expos¬ 
ures are still less than half 
of traditional cigarettes, but 
e-juice is potentially more 
toxic, said Robert Bassett, a 
medical toxicologist in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

“It would be really hard 
for a child to eat a whole pack 
of cigarettes, but now we’re 
dealing with these very, very 
concentrated forms you get 
more than a pack of ciga¬ 
rettes in a small, ingestible 
amount,” Bassett said.

Plain packaging for tobacco goods 
a logical next step’: Cancer society 


The Canadian Cancer Society 
says plain packaging for tobac¬ 
co products is a “logical next 
step” to curb tobacco market¬ 
ing and save lives. 

In a report released Tues¬ 
day, the society urges Health 
Canada to follow Australia 
and other countries by imple¬ 
menting plain packaging. 

Such packaging means to¬ 
bacco company colours, logo 
and design elements are not al¬ 
lowed. Health warnings would 
still appear on plain packages. 

The society says data from 
Australia shows smoking has 
fallen sharply since plain olive 
brown packaging was intro¬ 
duced in December 2012. 

Ireland, New Zealand, the 
United Kingdom and France 


are all in the process of requir¬ 
ing plain packaging. 

Rob Cunningham, a sen¬ 
ior policy analyst at the soci¬ 
ety, says cigarette packages 
“should not be mini-billboards 
promoting tobacco use ... Plain 
packaging is an important and 
logical next step for Canada 
to curb tobacco marketing, re¬ 
duce smoking and save lives.” 

The Canadian Cancer Soci¬ 
ety report also ranks 198 coun¬ 
tries and jurisdictions based on 
the size of their health warn¬ 
ings on cigarette packages. 

It says Canada is tied for 
fourth place with Brunei and 
Nepal with package warnings 
covering 75 per cent of the 
package front and back.

West Africa could face up 
to 10,000 new Ebola cases 
a week within two months, 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion warned Tuesday, adding 
that the death rate in the 
current outbreak has risen to 
70 per cent. 

WHO assistant director- 
general Dr. Bruce Aylward 
gave the grim figures during 
a news conference in Geneva. 
Previously, the agency had 
estimated the Ebola mortal¬ 
ity rate at around 50 per cent 
overall. In contrast, in events 
such as flu pandemics, the 
death rate is typically under 
two per cent. 

Acknowledging that Eb¬ 
ola was “a high mortality 
disease,” Aylward said the 
UN health agency was still 
focused on trying to get sick

people isolated and provide 
treatment as early as pos¬ 
sible. 

He told reporters if the 
world’s response to the Ebola 
crisis isn’t stepped up within 
60 days, “a lot more people 
will die” and health workers 
will be stretched even fur¬ 
ther. Experts say the epidem¬ 
ic is doubling in size about 
eveiy three weeks. 

WHO raised its Ebola 
death toll tally Tuesday to 
4,447 people, nearly all of 
them in West Africa, out of 
more than 8,900 believed 
to be infected. Aylward said 
calculating the death rate 
means tracking the out¬ 
comes of all possible patients 
— a complicated process 
since the numbers of cases 
are substantially under¬ 
reported and much patient 


data is missing. 

Health workers have 
been hit hard by the virus, 
which is spread by contact 
with bodily fluids like blood, 
vomit and diarrhea. Doctors 
Without Borders said 16 of 
its employees had been in¬ 
fected with Ebola and nine 
of them have died. 

Speaking Tuesday in Jo¬ 
hannesburg, the head of the 
charity’s South Africa unit, 
Sharon Ekambaram, said 
medical workers have re¬ 
ceived woefully inadequate 
assistance from the inter¬ 
national community. 

“Where is WHO Africa? 
Where is the African Union?” 
said Ekambaram. “We’ve all 
heard their promises in the 
media but have seen veiy 
little on the ground.” 

For the last month, there’s 
been about 1,000 new Ebola 
cases per week — including 
suspected, confirmed and 
probable cases, Aylward said. 
The UN agency was aiming to 
get 70 per cent of Ebola cases 
isolated and 70 per cent of 
victims safely buried by De¬ 
cember to reverse the out¬ 
break.

Biologist describes grisly video at Magnotta trial

A forensic biologist has told the 
juiy in Luka Rocco Magnotta’s 
first-degree murder trial in 
Montreal that after watching a 
so-called murder video, she was 
able to know where to look for 
blood stains that turned out to 
be Jun Lin’s. 

Jacinthe Prevost said she 
watched the video twice 
— once before entering 
Magnotta’s apartment for the 
first time and once before 
examining the evidence. 

Prevost examined blood 
stains found throughout the 


apartment and on exhibits 
seized by police at the crime 
scene. 

The juiy has not yet seen 
the video but has been told of 
its existence. 

“They (investigators) told 
me what it was briefly and 
they asked if I wanted to see 
it and I said ‘yes,’” she testified 
Tuesday. 

Prevost described what she 
could remember of the video: 
a body lying prone on a bed 
and someone wearing a hoodie 
who appears to be stabbing the 
victim with a sharp object. 


Later, there is an attempt 
to masturbate using a severed 
right arm as well as anal pene¬ 
tration on a mutilated corpse. 

Prevost said a small black 
dog can be seen chewing on 
a severed limb while, in other 
sequences, there were various 
images of a severed arm in the 
freezer. 

She said she was struck by 
how few items were found in 
the bachelor apartment. 

“The apartment was empty, 
it was a semi-furnished with no 
personal effects,” Prevost said.

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Ireland unveils growth budget 
after six-year era of austerity 



‘The Irish people have 

made major sacrifices’. 

Measures include plan to 
build 6,700 state-funded

Ireland unveiled its first ex¬ 
pansive budget Tuesday since 
the collapse of the Celtic 
Tiger economy six years ago, 
ending an era of austerity ear¬ 
lier than expected thanks to 
the return of Europe-leading 
growth. 

Measures unveiled in the 
2015 budget will increase 
spending and tax breaks by 
a combined 1.2 billion euros 
($1.5 billion US), including a 
plan to build 6,700 state-fund¬ 
ed homes for the poor as Ire¬ 
land seeks to stimulate even 
more tax-driving growth. 

The U-turn follows seven 
hard-cutting budgets that, 
when combined, took nearly 
30 billion euros annually — 
representing nearly a quarter 
of previous domestic demand 
— out of a shell-shocked 
economy. 

“The road we have trav¬ 
elled to get to this point has 
been veiy difficult and the 
Irish people have made ma¬ 
jor sacrifices, but the policies 
pursued by this government 
have worked and the recovery 
in the Irish economy is well 
under way,” Finance Minister 
Michael Noonan told law¬ 
makers as he forecast that his 


budget blueprint would boost 
Ireland’s 2015 growth to 3.9 
per cent. He previously guid¬ 
ed 3.6 per cent. 

Ireland also sought to 
shore up its international im¬ 
age by announcing plans to 
end a corporate accounting 
rule that permitted hundreds 
of U.S. multinationals with 


European bases in Ireland 
to shift their non-American 
profits between two Irish- 
registered companies and 
avoid tax. 

Noonan declared that 
the tactic called the “Double 
Irish” would be outlawed for 
new applicants from Jan. 1, 
while existing beneficiaries - 


among them scores of global 
pharmaceutical and technol¬ 
ogy giants including Apple 
and Google - would have until 
the end of 2020 to find differ¬ 
ent shelters. 

Tuesday’s budget repre¬ 
sents a stunning turnaround 
for Ireland, which in 2010 
teetered on the brink of na¬ 


tional bankruptcy after being 
overwhelmed by the cost of 
rescuing its banks. At the start 
of this year, Ireland remained 
committed to a European 
Union-International Monet- 
aiy Fund plan that foresaw a 
further 2 billion euro ($2.6 bil¬ 
lion) dose of austerity in 2015.

Germany 
cuts growth 
estimate 

Europe got more bad 
news about its dominant 
economy Tuesday when 
the German government 
slashed its growth esti¬ 
mates for this year to 1.2 
per cent from 1.8 per cent. 

The cut follows a run 
of disappointing data on 
exports, industrial produc¬ 
tion and factoiy orders 
— the heart of Germany’s 
manufacturing and export- 
dominated economy. The 
drip, drip of bad news has 
raised fears that Germany 
could slip back into reces¬ 
sion or stagnate, dragging 
down the 18-country 
eurozone — which itself 
is struggling to stoke a 
recoveiy. 

The Economy Ministry 
also cut the forecast for 
next year, to 1.3 per cent 
from 2 per cent. 

Economy and Energy 
Minister Sigmar Gabriel 
blamed external causes.

Canadians are still 
paying too much for 
generic drugs: Study 


'Grossly deficient.’ 

Provinces, territories 
faulted for establishing 
a set price ceiling at 18 
per cent of the cost of 
brand-name drugs 


A new study has found that 
Canada is still paying far more 
than other industrialized coun¬ 
tries for generic drugs, despite 
recent efforts by the provinces 
and territories to cuts costs by 
bulk-buying six particularly 
costly medications. 

The study by the University 
of Ottawa and the Bruyere Re¬ 
search Institute says the price 
tags on the six drugs — which 
include medications for high 
blood pressure and high chol¬ 
esterol — remain much higher 
in Canada than they are else- 


Bulk-purchasing scheme 


In April 2013, the provinces 
and territories reached an 
agreement at a Council of the 
Federations meeting to pay 
significantly lower prices for 
the six drugs — amlodipine, 
atorvastatin, omeprazole, 
rabeprazole, ramipril and 
venlafaxine — by joining 
forces to buy them in bulk. 


• Those medications ac¬ 
count for about 20 per 
cent of publicly funded 
spending on drugs. 


where. It adds that while Can¬ 
adians are saving some money 
under the bulk-purchasing 
scheme, they’re still spending 
much more than people in the 
U.K., Germany, New Zealand, 
Sweden and the United States. 


The study, published Tues¬ 
day on openmedicine.ca, faults 
the provinces and territories for 
establishing a set price ceiling 
for generics at 18 per cent of 
the cost of brand-name drugs, 
saying they could drive much 
harder bargains with a national 
competitive bidding process of 
the type that thrives in other 
countries. 

The bulk-buying efforts re¬ 
main “grossly deficient when 
one considers the opportun¬ 
ity costs that Canada sustains 
annually by refraining from 
adopting one of the alternative 
systems proven to be more ef¬ 
fective in its peer countries.” 

Jason Nickerson, a clinical 
investigator at Bruyere, also

at least an hour over the appointed time. You 
finally get into the examining room, and if it’s 
a complicated boo-boo, he refers you to a spe¬ 
cialist. You wait two months, and then go see 
the specialist, who sends you for a bunch of 
tests. Then someone books the followup visit. 

If you’re lucky and you’re still alive, maybe 
you’ll get treated for the boo-boo, and maybe 
relief will follow. Accumulated time: feels like 
forever. 

So imagine tapping “boo-boo” into Google, 
and connecting to a medical expert who diag¬ 
noses your problem right away, just by looking 
at it. “That’s a boo-boo, all right.” He sends you 
to a pharmacy to get the medicine. Relief! Ac¬ 
cumulated time: hardly any. 

Of course, there are many ailments that actually require 
tests and deeper exams, but think of all the anxiety diseases 
a Google doctor program could address, freeing up real 


health care for people who need it. 

In typical Google manner, this program was launched 
without fanfare. Some guy tapped “knee pain” into Google, 
and got an offer to connect with a doctor for free (for now). 
The way Google works, it could well be closed without fan¬ 
fare by the time you read this piece. 

But it’s such a good idea that you wonder why it hasn’t 
happened sooner. And if Google doesn’t disrupt health care, 
there are rumours that Faceboolc is working on its own pro¬ 
gram. All your friends could “like” your diagnosis. 

As with so many other industries that have been ren¬ 
dered obsolete by technology—just like that — there’s a 
sense of inevitability about this. I’m sure there are at least a 
million reasons why the medical professions and govern¬ 
ments that fund them will decide that online doctor pro¬ 
grams are bad for your health. But there are too many ways 
to connect over the Internet and circumvent the bureau¬ 
cracy. It will happen. 

Talk about Doctors Without Boundaries.

Fury, the new Second World 
War film starring Brad Pitt 
and Shia LaBeouf, is being 
called the most realistic war 
film of all time. The stoiy of 
a U.S. 2nd Armored division 
tank rolling through Ger¬ 
many in the final days of the 
war is as authentic as director 
David Ayers could make it. 

Actors were put through 
their paces at a week-long 
boot camp, living and sleep¬ 
ing inside tanks. Then there 
were the tanks themselves. 
Borrowed from collectors 
all over the world, Fuiy is 
the veiy first time a genuine 
Tiger 1 tank has been used in 
a Second World War film. 

Onscreen authenticity has 
been the goal of many direc¬ 
tors. As Michael Cimino once 
said, “If you don’t get it right, 
what’s the point?” 

Cimino, director of Heav¬ 
en’s Gate and The Deer Hunt¬ 
er, is a stickler for detail. For 
a scene in a Chinese eateiy in 
Year of the Dragon, the direc¬ 
tor hired the Shanghai Pal¬ 
ace Restaurant to supply the 
meals that dotted the tables.

Finally, it’s not just live- 
action movies that go to ex¬ 
treme lengths for authenti¬ 
city. The creators of Monsters 
Inc. individually animated 
each of giant fuzzball Sully’s 
2,320,413 hairs to make them 
look as lifelike as possible.

I whisked my way down¬ 
stream along the forest 
path that winds through 
Roderick Haig-Brown Park, 
located 70 kilometres from 
Kamloops, B.C. 

Salmon flicked through 
the water, entertaining 
throngs of fish watchers 
backlit by autumn colours. 

The Adams River is home 
to the world’s largest return 
of soclceye salmon to a sin¬ 
gle river. Every four years 
people come from all over 
the world to witness this 
ritual of return. 

The run has been recur¬ 
ring for thousands of years, 
ever since the last Ice Age 


when glaciers carved out 
the awe-inspiring Rocky 
Mountain range. 

After leaving the Pacific 
Ocean, more than 3.6-mil¬ 
lion soclceye brave an epic 
trip of over 450 kilometres, 
thrashing their way up the 
Fraser and Thompson Riv¬ 
ers to spawn. 

According to Shuswap 
First Nations lore, the ar¬ 
rival of the soclceye was 
heralded by the singing of 
crickets and a west wind 
that began to blow in the 
first week of October. 

Today, fish fans looking 
to tap into the region’s rich 
indigenous heritage can 
do so on a tour of Quaaout 
Lodge & Talking Rock Re¬ 
sort. 

Barb Callihoe, the prop¬ 
erties cultural co-ordinator, 
offers up a historical narra¬ 
tive, which has us popping 
by the lalcefront lodge’s 
Kelculi (pit house), salmon 
smoke house and sacred 
sweat lodge. 

It is estimated that over 
240,000 visitors will travel 
to the Shuswap for the sal¬ 
mon run this October. 


While most will enjoy 
the encounter while stroll¬ 
ing along the parks trail, 
the most unique way to ap¬ 
preciate this natural marvel 
is from a First Nations per¬ 
spective. 

Quaaout Lodge’s Frank 
Antoine offers daily ex¬ 


peditions for paddle pros, 
hands-on travel by voyageur 
canoe. You can’t help but 
peek over the bow as hun¬ 
dreds of rouge fish below 
dart to and fro. 

While the salmon run is 
on many a nature enthusi¬ 
ast’s hit list, the Shuswap 


has most recently wooed 
lovers of the great outdoors 
via luxury houseboat. 

Twin Anchors is a pion¬ 
eer in the industry, becom¬ 
ing the first commercial 
operator in Western Canada 
in 1964. Today their com¬ 
bined fleet includes more 
than 100 houseboats which 
offer guests a memorable 
floating holiday featur¬ 
ing petite suites, spacious 
kitchen and relaxing roof¬ 
top hot tub. 

Wind whistled through 
my hair as we cruised along 
fir and cedar dotted coast¬ 
line. The sunset splashed 
across the horizon while 
I sipped a glass of Ortega 
from Celista Estate Winery, 
which sits perched above 
the lake only a few kilo¬ 
metres away. 

I let out a deep sigh and 
thought the stoic natural 
beauty of the Shuswap is 
perhaps British Columbia’s 
best kept secret. 

It’s hard not to feel 
romanced by this place. 
Seems as though the salmon 
have had it figured out for 
years.

Ink on the agenda. 
As more workers 
get tattoos, some 
companies are easing 
their rules around 
visible body art 


When Rob Dale decided to 
wear a short-sleeved dress 
shirt on a warm fall day, his 
choice of clothing didn’t cross 
his mind until he arrived at 
a business breakfast event — 
and then he suddenly felt un¬ 
comfortable. 

“I was conscious of the fact 
that my arms were covered in 
tattoos,” recalled the Ottawa- 
based Dale. 

“You didn’t see any other 


tattoos. Most people were 
in some form of semi-casual 
business attire.” 

Dale had recently finished 
training to become a business 
coach and was attending a 
monthly breakfast hosted by 
the Orleans Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

“I was a new face in a room 
of about 80 owners ... With all 
of these tattoos, (I) felt quite 
like I was standing out.” 

As it turns out, Dale’s 
inked arms were a point of 
interest for a tattooed gym 
owner, with whom he booked 
a meeting. 

“He said, ‘Well, actually, to 
be honest with you, the rea¬ 
son I decided to sit down with 
you is because I saw the tat¬ 
toos and I knew you wouldn’t 
be the normal, kind of cliched 


business coach. I knew that 
there would be something 
unique about you.’ 

“And so in his case, it 
opened that door to hav¬ 
ing that conversation about 
coaching and all of that.” 

Dale, 47, said he has never 
had anyone tell him that they 
have an issue with, or are un¬ 
comfortable with, his tattoos. 

“When I’m coaching a 
client and I’m meeting with 


them regularly ... they see 
such value in the coaching, 
the personality is what has 
connected us in that environ¬ 
ment,” he said. 

“When I go in a short- 
sleeved shirt ... it’s not even 
brought up. Or somebody 
will say, ‘I didn’t know you 
have tattoos. Don’t they ever 
look great,’ and ask me about 
them.” 

Still, Dale has made a con¬ 


scious choice when meeting a 
prospect for the first time to 
wear a dress shirt and jacket 
— thus keeping them cov¬ 
ered. 

“I typically will do that 
with people, not because I 
think they’ll have an issue 
with it, because 99 per cent of 
the time my experience has 
been that people don’t really 
care,” Dale said. 

“But often times, first im¬ 


pressions go a long way, and 
I’m tiying to establish trust. I 
just don’t want it to be a hin¬ 
drance.” 

As individuals from all 
walks of life get inked on 
conspicuous parts of their 
bodies, some companies are 
loosening the reins when it 
comes to workers keeping tat¬ 
toos under wraps. 

Hilary Predy, an associate 
vice-president with recruit¬ 
ment agency Adecco, said 
some organizations are being 
a “little more liberal” about 
accepting minor facial pier¬ 
cings, but many companies 
still have policies surround¬ 
ing visible tattoos. 

“We suggest that until 
you know what the accept¬ 
able standard is within that 
company, particularly for 
your interview, go with them 
covered. When you can see 
what’s acceptable with other 
employees, you’ll be able to 
judge what you’ll be able to 
reveal. But for your first im¬ 
pression, you may want to be 
neutral,” Predy said from Ed¬ 
monton. 

Ultimately, Predy said 
people should be hired ac¬ 
cording to what they bring to 
the company, based on their 
skills and experience. 

“It is a partnership be¬ 
tween the employee and the 
employer to find a median 
ground that is acceptable for 
both.” 

Danny Kastner, a lawyer 
who specializes in employ¬ 
ment, labour and human 
rights law at Toronto firm 
Turnpenny Milne, said he’d 
advise companies against cre¬ 
ating policies surrounding vis¬ 
ible tattoos for a few reasons 
— the first being the poten¬ 
tial screening out of “a whole 
host” of qualified candidates. 

“Visible tattoos are ubiqui¬ 
tous these days, and there’s an 
enormous part of the popula¬ 
tion — especially the younger 
population — who you are 
arbitrarily deciding you can’t 
hire. And that’s a great way to 
miss out on potential talent,” 
he said. 

“It may well have been the 
case ... that 25 years ago, hav¬ 
ing someone with a visible 
and unusual piercing would 
scare off potential customers 
in a retail business, for ex¬ 
ample. 

“That’s simply not the case 
anymore. And therefore what 
the company would be do¬ 
ing is unnecessarily limiting 
its talent pool, unnecessar¬ 
ily causing potential conflict 
with current employees all 
in pursuit of a policy that is 
extremely unlikely to actually 
advance its own business in¬ 
terests.”

Tim Hortons recently announced a revision 
to its dress-code policy to allow employees 
to have “visible, non-offensive tattoos” at the 
discretion of management. 

• The move came after research started in the 
spring of 2013 to get a sense of workers’ 
values and thoughts about the company. 

• Focus groups were conducted with employ¬ 
ees in Canada and the U.S., in addition to 
interviews with restaurant managers and 
owners, said Stephanie Hardman, vice- 
president of organizational development 
and Team Tim Hortons.

our cool factor. We got things that said, 
‘Let's allow for some self-expression.’ Our 
owners said: ‘We want to be sure we're 
attracting from the greatest pool of ap¬ 
plicants that we can, so that we can, in fact, 
attract the best to serve our guests that we 
possibly can.

I got the keys to the 2015 
Subaru WRX, and made my 
way quickly to the car, almost 
skipping. This was going to 
be good. 

I jumped in and ... it’s an 
automatic. Really? Come on! 

I got over it quickly, though, 
as this is an awesome compact 
sports sedan — even with the 
continuously variable auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

The new Sport Lineartronic 
CVT actually creates a new tone 
in the WRX pallet; slightly less 
involved, but better suited to 
eveiyday driving, like commut¬ 
ing and general schlepping. 

The “manual” mode of the 
CVT allows you to select your 
own (simulated) gears, in six- 
or eight-gear allotments, with 
paddle shifters. But just letting 
the CVT do its own thing is also 
veiy satisfying. 

With the prodigious torque 
(258 lb.-ft.) available from the 


new direct-injection, twin- 
scroll, inter-cooled and turbo¬ 
charged 2.0-litre engine, the 
WRX is a weapon you’ll want 
to point and shoot, and often. A 
little muscle car if you will. 

Subaru’s WRX and WRX STI 
have never prioritized interior 
materials and design, but this 
generation features a cabin 
that is clean and classy, and 
shouldn’t disappoint anybody. 

I really like the new D- 
shaped steering wheel, the 
high-grip seat material, and 
4.3-inch monitor, mounted 
top-centre on the dash, which 
displays turbo boost in a cool, 
virtual analogue gauge. 


Some will lament that WRX 
is no longer available as a hatch 
model, but the rear seating area 
is significantly increased. 

To my eyes, the new “ag¬ 
gressive” front look and “wide 
body” of the WRX perfectly 
matches what it can deliver. 

The functional hood scoop, 
sculpted into the new alum¬ 
inum hood, is lower and wider 
for better intake efficiency and 
driver stability — and looks 
killer. 

The new 17-inch aluminum 
alloy wheels are said to add 
to the aerodynamic efforts, 
which also include front and 
rear spoilers and under-car 


elements. I thought the dark 
gun-metal wheels and dark 
grille really set off the crystal 
while pearl paint on my tester, 
which was the mid-level WRS 
Sport trim, which includes a 
trunk spoiler, sunroof, LED low 
beams and fog lights. 

You have to go to WRX 
Sport-tech if you want the navi¬ 
gation system, which is com¬ 
bined with a bigger and better 
screen, and a louder stereo. 

Although the WRX STI 
has a direct competitor with 
the Mitsubishi Evolution, this 
regular version of the WRX is 
pretty much the only thing in 
its price and power class. The

The new-for-2015 F-150 will 
be hitting dealer lots soon, 
meaning the 2009 to 2014 
generation has just about 
transitioned into used-truck 
territoiy. 

Shoppers will find plenty 
of selection, thanks to a model 
range that included several body 
styles, engines, drivelines, trim 
grades, options packages and 
special-edition models. 

Look for six- or eight-cylinder 
power, two- or four-wheel drive, 
and units equipped from work- 
truck grade to luxury towing rig. 


Common Issues 


Be sure to confirm that the 
electronic 4x4 system, if 
equipped, shifts into and out 
of each mode without warn¬ 
ing lights or undue waiting. If 
you note any issues, further in¬ 
vestigation is needed. 

Many older models will 
need some degree of atten¬ 
tion to the suspension system 
— and a mechanic can quick¬ 
ly ascertain its needs with the 
vehicle on a hoist. 

While test-driving, lis¬ 
ten for unwelcome popping, 
clunking or clicking sounds 
beneath the truck, which 
could indicate worn-out sus¬ 
pension parts. 

Other checks should in¬ 
clude confirming that the 
SYNC infotainment control 
system is working properly,

as some owners have re¬ 
ported sporadic issues with 
the system stalling, lagging, 
crashing or just plain failing 
to boot. 

Check the rear headliner 
for signs of a water leak at 
each corner. Dampness, a 
smell of mildew or moisture 
staining indicate that water 
is leaking in around the rear 
glass, or, more likely, the 
high-mounted brake light, 
thanks to a bad seal. 

Also, do not buy an Eco- 
Boost-powered model with¬ 
out a full scan of the engine 
computer for stored trouble 
codes. 


What owners like 


O F-150 owners 
tend to report 
positively on 
highway ride 
quality, cabin flexibil¬ 
ity, all-terrain traction, 
advanced feature content 
(if equipped), generous 
storage space and plenty 
of performance from the 
larger engines. 


What owners dislike 


O Common com¬ 
plaints include 
ride quality that 
deteriorates over 
rougher surfaces, and heavy 
fuel consumption in units 
with the older engines.

© Engine options in 
2009 were cariy- 
overs from the 
previous genera¬ 
tion: a 5.4-litre V8 with 320 
hp, and a 4.6-litre V8 with 
248 or 292. From 2011 on, 
look for the new 3.7-litre 
V6 with 302 hp, a 5-litre V8 
with 360, and a 6.2-litre V8 
with 411. The EcoBoost en¬ 
gine arrived as a 3.5-litre V6 
with twin turbo, good for 
365 hp and nearly as much 
torque as the 6.2-litre V8. 


The verdict 


In any case, and especially 
with an EcoBoost model, a 
prepurchase inspection by 
a mechanic is strongly ad¬ 
vised for maximum peace 
of mind. Note that many 
owners say the five-litre 
V8 hits the mark very well 
for power, reliability and 
efficiency.

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Porsche secrets are finally revealed 

German automaker takes the cloak off many of its top-secret concept vehicles, some of which became production models, 
others of which were scrapped, but most of which were light years ahead of their time

Porsche 959 C29 
1982 

This Group B 
racing study, 
with a rear 
wing as part of 
its body shell, 
was a precursor to the 
production 959. 

A 450-hp bi-turbo 
speed demon endowed 
with all-wheel-drive and a 
six-cylinder boxer engine, 
it topped out at 315 
km/h. Although the 959 
first earned its stripes 
as a rally car in the mid- 
1980s, its subsequent 
street legal incarnations 
(shown here) were highly 


sought after by the celeb 
set. 

In 1999, long before 
Tiger’s Escalade bore the 
brunt of Elin’s wrath, 
six-time major champion 
Nick Faldo’s 959 was 
beaten by a former lover 
armed with a sand wedge 
and a grudge. Three 
years later, after some 
bodywork, the rebuilt 
racer sold at Christie’s for 
£102,750 ($186,000). 


Porsche has tinkered with 
many automotive concepts 
over the past 50 years in the 
service of vehicle develop¬ 
ment and design advance¬ 
ment. 

Whether those prototypes 
were seeds that blossomed 
into future models or mere 
flights of engineering fancy, 
they have remained cloaked 
in secrecy — until now. 


The Porsche Museum at 
the company’s headquarters 
in Stuttgart, Germany has 
just unveiled a new exhibit 
showcasing the brightest 
ideas and innovations the 
Porsche brain trust has 
dreamed up over the years. 

Here are a few of the 
vehicles on display at Project: 
Secret!, which runs through 
Jan. 11, 2015. 


Porsche 984 
1984-87 

This compact 
dead ringer 
for the Miata aimed 
its headlamps squarely at 
a younger demographic. 
Remarkably, it predates 
Mazda’s cute roadster by 
several years. 

The 984 took its design 
cues from concepts previ¬ 
ously worked on for the 
Spanish automaker Seat. 

Under the hood, there 
was an emphasis on culti¬ 
vating a dynamic driving 



feel without a massive 
engine. Lightweight on the 
road and relatively light on 
the wallet at about 40,000 
marks ($29,000), the 984 
wasn’t going to be your 
daddy’s Porsche. 

But sales shortfalls ex¬ 
acerbated by a plummeting 
dollar put the kibosh 
on the project, much to 
Mazda’s delight. 


Concept car 
Type 995 
1978-79 


If George Barris had lived 
in Germany instead of Cali¬ 
fornia, perhaps this would 
have been the original 
Batmobile. 



Although the brightly 
coloured exoslceleton is 
the most obvious feature 
of this concept, what’s 
under the skin is actually 
far more forward-looking. 

Commissioned by Ger¬ 
many’s Federal Ministiy of 
Research and Technology, 
the type 995 sports several 
developments that were 
years, if not decades, ahead 
of their time. Stopping 
power came from an early 
anti-lock brake system, and 
shifts were controlled by 
an electric double-clutch 
transmission, a forerunner 
of today’s Porsche PDK sys¬ 
tem. The engines included 
a high-output 4-cylinder, 
and a small V8 that used 
cylinder deactivation to 
boost fuel economy. 


Porsche 918 Spyder j- 
2013 


Billed as the super sports 
car of tomorrow, the new 
918 Spyder was developed 
in Porsche’s Weissach re¬ 
search centre in southern 
Germany. 

This modular prototype 
was used to demonstrate 
the hybrid drive compon¬ 
ents and software that 
would go into the future 
918 production model. 

Since the final car’s 
body shape was still in 
flux at the time, many of 
the prototype’s features 
were borrowed from the 
911 as a stopgap. 

The prototype logged 
plenty of laps at the Nardo 
Ring test facility in Italy, to 
ensure that the eventual

When you get into your 
vehicle, you’re probably so 
used to putting your phone 
in one spot and your coffee in 
another that you don’t even 
think about it. 

But someone else has. In 
fact, a great deal of work goes 
into designing storage spaces 
inside automobiles. 

“There’s been a steady in¬ 
crease in the amount of stuff 
brought into the vehicle,” says 
Renae Pippel, director of stra¬ 
tegic research at automotive 
supplier Johnson Controls. 
“The ability to safely store 
those items has grown in im¬ 
portance over the years. 

“As car designers, we’ve 
gotten better ... but there’s 
still a high expectation for the 


vehicle to accommodate eveiy- 
thing brought into it, and to do 
it safely and securely.” 

Although automakers do 
measure items such as drink 
cups to be sure they’ll fit, 
there’s a greater focus on the 
placement of storage cubbies 
and how occupants use them. 

That’s partly because of 


development times, since cars 
can take several years from in¬ 
itial design to production, and 
lag behind the faster develop¬ 
ment of larger phones and 
cups. 

More importantly, reaching 
for items can’t be a distraction 
for the driver, and passengers 
need to be able to grab things 


quickly and easily. 

“It’s how people interact 
that dictates where we put 
storage compartments or cub¬ 
bies, and if they’re covered or 
uncovered,” Pippel says. 

“Things need to be intuitive 
so you’re not taking your eyes 
off the road.” 

There are always comprom¬ 


ises, including when suppliers 
have to work with vehicle in¬ 
terior designers to get exactly 
the right combination of good 
looks with functionality. 

The storage compartments 
in SUVs and minivans will dif¬ 
fer from those of sportier cars, 
while domestic or Japanese 
manufacturers may empha¬ 
size cubbies or cupholders that 
European automakers might 
not. 

Studies show that consum¬ 
er preferences can differ not 
just in vehicle segments but 
in global regions, which can 
be tough for automakers that 
produce models sold in several 
markets. 

For example, Chinese and 
European customers like to 
secure items rather than just 
toss them into open bins, 
while North American drivers 
prioritize holders for garage 
door openers. 

Placement of storage spaces 
has also changed over the 
years. 

“For a while, cupholders 
were right in front of the shift¬ 
ers,” Pippel says. “You could 
put a cup there in Drive, but 
if you put it in Park it would
